Ageacy dipptog Service aad FUeet 


3. At present, the n»|er dipping service is conducted hy tlM» 

Olfice of the Assistant to tt»e Director, formerly Cd. Cregaa. now Mr. 
Chretien, (hs this memorM^hun, the term. Atalataat to tiie Dtrector. 
will refer to Mr. Chretiez^ wales s aao^er Ass|sMuat is speddiadly 
noUd.) This servlee clips ahoet 22 daily and Sunday newspapers, about 
21 periodicals raagiag from weekly to wwithly. and a lew other solseel- 
laaeous items. (A list of aews papers and pedodicala geaerally covered 
is attached as Tab ». ) In aiMition. dw ^sistant te the Director (through 
tho Acquisitioaa Branch/ CIA Ubrary) recoivea domeatic proas dippings 
from a contract aorvieo. Proas Zatdligoaco. lac. This contract iadudot 
all Bon»wiro service stories, editorials, press aottcos. etc. , meationing 
CIA, The basic charge for this service is $20.00 per m<mth f^ne 15 ceata 
for each dipping, la FY/63. this service produced 4, 021 dippbsgs at a 
cost of $403, 15 plus the $20. 00 per memth charge. The number of clip- 
pings received in FT/ 44 indicates a somewhat reduced flow ($31 dippings 
as of 1 November).

7. Copies of all of the eUppiags la the Btrector's Oipjdag Booh 
are duplicated for the R h A Braadh/CX Stafi, whieh naaintalaa these 
clippings in files peculiar to their own needs. Ostihsitt selected clippings 
are also seiR to the Director of Security on a spasmedie basis. ^ 

8. The Curator of the XPBbrtorieal hsteUigeato CoUectioii (HIQ has 
maintained a file of clippings eu CIA siims 1944. Thsso are largely from 
tho Wow York Tinaee md Horald Tribune ai^ the Waehingtoa Feet and 
Star. Upon the eetablishrMnt of HlC, 1 Jaamary 19§4» tha Scoj^:^ tois 
fila was broadened to include other items oi ili^lXtgenee interest« with 
particular sn^haeis on major eSpionags trials. (See paragrajdi 30. ) 

HIC aervices a few selectod custotners largely sritih foreiga cllppii^is on 
major trials for oSptoaaga. MIC has a standard teqatremeat for major 
foroign prass coyera|^ on liUolligenca with Fnbiic^onS Fracaramant 
Program of the Depaxtmitat of State. I^S requirement is hesMred only 
in the breach* unlaas a foUew-up is sent on e specific matter (usually a 
major triaU to a spedfie peat. 

9. Hie CXA library formerly receired repredactlions d pertinent 
clippings from toss Assistant to tha Diractor, to which it added a few 
clipping# of its own. These were maintained in large scrap books en- 
titled CIA in the Wews, for thsue who wished to leek at tham. However* 
the manpower involved end toe lack erf entensiito teadar intoreet resulted 
in the discearfinuatioa <rf this file.

U. The CIA library/OCR forwivtp ^paviMad a larga alip^ag aarviea 
oitfiUrfag approadmataly aavaa paopla* l^a aarviea dealt lacgalp with 
elippioga o& aahataativa mattara and wpa raaponaiva to all Agoii^ vagaaata. 
although it waa utUiaad largely by the OD/1 area. The raqaaatar facalvad 
a larga banila «i eUppiaga ovary day oa the awbjoot ia which ha had aa* 
praaaad aa iatataat. Thia aai^ea waa dKaeaatlMMdl to 19H baaaaaa of the 
aiaapawar iavolvad. 

12. The JXOfT matototoad a aimilar aarriea for aoaaa year# to the 
Oparatimial latottigaace Sa^part Diviaioa. ThIa aarviea alaa proditoad 
the puhlicatioa Praae CtoBatoOiid and cenaiatad of aavaa paofda. I^a aar- 
viea dilfarad freaa ihat of tha'SlA Library, baaauaa it raatotatoad tha 
eUppiaga ia the tHviatoa tor a period af aavaral maidha aad waa availalda 
tor thoaa who wiahid to coma down aad review a particular dipptog file 
for background toforaoatioa.

13. Oa each workday, tlm office ot toe Aaaiataid to tha Director 
praparaa toe XHtaetarto Clij^tog Book, eonaiattog of about SO clipptoga 
which are eoaaitorad parUaaat. Oa a ricaat day* tollcwiiq( a waakaad 
and a hatiday, it caataiaad over 100 pagae. U uauaUy runa about §0 
pagaa. Prior to moving to the new bedtdtog aad toe iaeumbaaey of too 
praaaat DCI, the book waa forwarded to Mr. DuUaa wito a routing clip 
which iacludad tha Deputy Directora. tha lO, tad toa Lagialativa 
Couaeal. to torn, aach ^ theaa offieara, otfear thaua the DCLbagao to

14. It is appareat that the sdipping book i* a^ salficieoil|r selective 
either lor the Director or the seaior depaUes le the Ageacy. flfbe term 
"smdor deputies'* la this memeraadem is used to Atoigaate the DDCl, 
Executive Director, the leer Deputy Dtimcterp, the Deputy to Dm ZHree* 
tor lor Hatieaal latelUgeace JPrigrmas Kvaluatioa^ put Geaeral Ceieaeel, 
laspeetor General, aad Cmaptrcllor. ) Many a£ the t^lppiage are el no 
interest whatsoever to the seaior deputies, being largely <rf a subetaative 
nature which they will read lor themselvee, or on which they will have 
been appropriatidy brIMed either orally, by eaMe trallle, or by lat»lli> 
geace publicatieas. Interviews with Dui aei^or deputies reflect Die fact 
that they would like to see a clipping el mapagaable proportioas ea 
a daily basis, but with particular emphasis oa ihoee clippings which have 
a direct bearing oa the Agsmey, its personnel and eperatioas, ^e hitel* 
ligeace Commealty, or oa aeiatters ^ tangential liptaUigeaee iatareet. 
Short ol a major lli^ eucfa a tioek should contain less than a doaea clip- 
pings a day.

IS. A etudy ed the requiremeate ei senior CIA peremmel for aa 
appropriate elippiag eervice Indieatee that a limited eorvieo ehoeld be 
established aad nmiataiaed. There are coaslderMicme which ihould 
idaee such a eerviee under the supervisioa ol the. Curator ol tho Histori- 
cal MtelUgeace CoilcctioB/ CIA Library/ OCR. The present Oarstor ol 
the Historical latelligsncs Collsction would be willing to aasuaae super- 
vision of the clipping luactlMi if Mr. Chmtiea did abl deeire to maintain 
it ia his ofifics. MIC maintains tkm opoa literatere oa all aspoets of ialel- 
Ugoaco, aad it serves as a csntral relereaee facility lor the Agcacy ia 
this regard. It has also maiataiaed seme clipping files mi the Agcacy 
aad major dcveloimeeats ot aa iateUigcace iatercet. A ceatraliscd 
clipping service could be considered as a central reference facility 
which could be {daeed ia HlC, both for dissemlaetioa and esqploitatien. 
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16. The «lt«niAtive would be to to maintain the clipping 

•arviaa in the Stfice of the Aaeietant to tiie Director, Moreover, the 
argamaate are perenaeive Jhat. for Mr. Chretien properly to perform 
hie functioae in &e public rolafioaa field and as an advisor to the Direc- 
tor on these matters, he mudatain close contact with and s«peih4sd 
Agency clipping service. Mr. ^praheimer has dtscussed this asUkttdr 
with Mr. Chretien, who expresINiji a strmg desire to cemtiatte the Mr* 
vice under his own jnrisdicti<m, a decision which Mr. Pforsheimer 
frankly would also adopt were he in Mr. Qiretien*e position. On bal- 
ance, therefore, it would seem preferahie to retMn clipping service 
in the office of the Assistant to the Director. 

17. Both Mr. Chretien Md Mr. Pforsheimer are M the opini<m 
that whoever has jnrisdictiea over the clipping servlee, the acMal 
lection of material lor clipping, dissemination and for permanent reten- 
tion in the files should be dime by an officer who has titis funetimi ns Ms 
primary doty. Prior to Mr. Chretien's assumption el his preswit 
dutiss, it was Col. Qrogan's practics parsonaily to read the press for 
approximatoly threa hmira a day, s sleeting and marking articles for 
inclusion in ths Director's Clipping Book end Ms own office tiles. (The 
marMngs were for filing p urposes. ) Col. Grogan's raading was snppls- 

25X1 mentsd by who reviewed additional proes matorial for 

approximacoiy «, nonrs a day, a daily total of apprmttinately S hours be- 
tweon them. Mr. Chretien feels that he, himself^ does not have the 
time to devote 3 to S hours a day In personally solecting and marking 
articlas from ths prase, if ha is to eai^ out tho other functiems of his 
otilce which the DCIhas assigned hia^i. Mr. Pferaheimer's indapandent 
conclusion, reinforced by Mr. Chretien's desire, would 1 m to essign 
the functiem of the selectiem of appropriate articles from tho preas, both 
for dissemiaatl<m and for retaatioa in tiie fUas, to a subordinate at the 
OS-13/M level. 

18. The effieer selected to head this clipping service naast know 
tho Agency eadremely well. He must have a researdber's knack and 
patience, and, above all, an excellant Judgment as to the requiaameats 
of the end users for particular ftama. He must be able to make a care- 
ful selection, against given guidelinae# to servico the needs of senior 
Agency personnel without over-burdening them with a plethora of 
material. Ha must also have sufficient judgment to select certain 
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clippingf which 'pavld he etf intcrcat to the acsier do|M|ioa« Ooiiai though 
av^ itoma oceoaioooUy might b« outaida of tho gtvoo goidollaMia. la 
odditioB« Mr. Chrotioa doairoa that thia portoolMf ablo to backatop him 
in hia daily eontacta witin the proaa on aueh oecaaiona aa ha might ba 
leave or otharwiaa nnavailabla* Thia maana that thia officer muat have 
a plaaaant paraooality and genaidorabla tact. 


19. The Aaaiatant to lha IMraetor haa aavan aaaiataat«« all 

whom play a<Nma rMa in the clipping, paating, indantng. and filii^ of 25 ) 
the praaant clipping aarkiea. Thaao thclnda |who ia 

rated aa an Ar^dviat, GS*9* waa Q$-T, whoaa primary diiUaa are indni- 
ing« two CS»S'a and three GIS*4'a. The datiea of mm of the lidtor inclndea 
taking dictation f rtmt the Aaalitaat to the Df rector. U ia aatimated that 
I the preparatimi of the Diraeter*a Clipping Booh, and ^ addlttonnl rapro* 
duction, filing, and Indaning of the clippinga, ntm occnidoa SI man honw 
p er day for tih ia ati^. To thia figure aauat htTaidod the three honre 
ael ection formeriy performed by CdU Grogan and tlw taro haera performed 
by I I ae that the total aaimbar of hetua which the office de- 

voted to the clippiag aervice area 36 man houra a day. (A detailed breah- 
doam of the tinm of the varioua emfdoyeea invdlved in attached at Tab C. ) 

20. The jMaobera of ttthi ataff clip aa many aa five eepiea of an 
article from the aaaaa newapaper. The Grat o^y id the artido goea into 
the Direetor*a Qdgfdng Book. A aectmd copy ia w t a i n t a ia ed in onvelopea 
for backup uae in eaao tibero ia an in<|airy about thia partteuiar article 
while ^ clipping book ia od of the Aaaiatut*a, office. Additioiad copioa 
of important articlea are kept for filing or againOI a poeelble requeet 
from some other Agency dBficiOI. Theae additional copioa aro kopt in 
onvolopoa and do not neod mounting and filing initially. Somo aro mounted 
in the I>CFe pereonal ecrap bode. 


21. Tho fdiyiieal task of cutting and paeting CHppinga ia yory timo 
eoneuming, and it ie fait diat a conatdorahlO aaving in manpowor and 
monay can bo mado ia thia aroa, whGo at tho aamo timo onpanding tho 
aorvico. It would bo proforablo, iaa toad of cuttbkg out eovoral copioa ef 
an article for back-np purpeeoe, if only two code* woro clippod. Tho 
original would bo for tho Dfroctor'e Clif^ag B o ok . Boforo it gooe into 
tho book, it shmdd ho roprodneod hy Tormc in tho anmhor of coptoe no- 
coecary for fdeeomination and filing. Xormc cofdoe can then he eeat to 
tho soaior doputioe ae appropriate. The eeeend ori|di^ ^ii^ iken be 
held ae the backup c^py and will be available for Inclusion ia tho Diroc- 
tor'e poraeaal ecrap b^k if that partiedar item is deeired. Baeicelly, 
the file copies should be Xerox condos which will prebahly stand up es 
well, if not better, over the long run than the newepriat. end from which 
any additional eopiea can be Xeroxed es necessary.

ly 0700 or 0730) so that articles for the DCI may be mounted, and lOie 
additional copies Xeroxed and in the hands of the recipients, no later than 
0830. 


25. Following the selection of "flash" cli|^iags for tisie aixw o'dlock 
meeting, the clipping service should fiien commence selecting additiml 
appropriate clippings for the Director's Clipping Book and for the senier 
deputies. This surrey has been in cmttact witiai these officials or their 
assistants, all of whom have indicated that they would welcome this ser- 
vice, and all of whom have infheated ^at It would be extremely helfdol 

to them. tl»e daily Clipping hook for these effleiale sheuld he tailored to 
their neede, although aiost of thorn wUl revive samp haeic clippings, 
ft is this refinement or tailoring which roquirea the judgment of Die eelee- 
tor. The basic clipping requiremennof the senior doj^tios aro sot forth 
in Tab C. 

26. ft should be noted that Die haeic requirement eoxamon to all 
9 i tho senior deputies desiring to roceive clipping service is thnt the 
clippings have some conne cDoa with CIA, its jfftMfmml

One of thiTprddoau cd the presold DiCl dipping boi^ is it is filled 
with this type of eubstantivo material which server no purpose at the 
present time end U not desired by Die prospecDve uSers of n proper 
dipping service. These substnaDve nrDdes should to elimianUd from 
any future service because the end users will not read them and, in the 
end, will give up receiving what can to a valuablo eprvtce, because It is 
too cluttered up with useless material.

Tims* bewovor, 
mitf proaoat him from sooiag s<nao impovtaab article ia Bio bmor pages, 
at least prior to Bm 9 o*doek mootlag. Tito ODCl woald bo partiealarly 
iatorosted ia aay boy articlss rogardiag the Poatagoa or miUUry policy 
aad strategy. Other key articlos ceaeeraiag CIA or tbs latolligsaco Com- 
aoaaity sbomld also bo brought to bis altsatioa. 

Assistaat to tbo DDCl {Mae, Kaocho) saggosts tbo possibility 
Assistaat to tbo Director consider andertakiag a periodic memo* 
raadum at perhaps two weeks isdorvals which woald try to strUco a balaaco 
sheet for that period as to the CIA laoago ia tho press. aotlBg stroagths aad 
woakaosses. Mr. ISosocbo believes Biat Col. Crogaa has previously doao 
aoch momoraada, aaki that they wore very asolal. 
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tkat it would W moat uaoltil to roeoivo 
to th« 9 o*«Adi% nootUf . ia hia eaae, mad boeauao ko, 
Idmsolf. covova aovaral Mwapafora a day ia datail» he would deaire 
these cUppiaga to ha pretty gaaeraily Unoitad to Ihoae itaixui in the iatal» 
ligence field oik '^ich |m« htmaaUi might ha eallad uptm to taka actioa 
or to coatrihata to a ddacaatloa.

The IDKegative Director feela that* iahia eaap* he would he aatis* 
iKed urith g|e prO<>9 o'clock eUppiBga* and that any ether elippiaga which 
aho«^ ho ^led to hie attei^oa can he included the nant monUng with 
hie o'clock take.

Suhaeqaaatly during the day* It would ha deair* 
ahla to recaiva a clipping hook conhltaing additional ”haaic dij^inga. "

< eeuntriee and other Operatimml material where recoipdaahle. From time 
’ ^to time, the office of tho DD/P may well euggeat the incluaimi of a apecilie 
^ifttbjacl and may iadica|a tha raquIraaMnt in aoma hrondth in ordar not to 
rauaal an UMN»raat in a particular opornliou. ft will than ha up to tlM elfiea 
of the DD/f| to marrow down theao partii^ar elippiai^ to thoaa which are 
periii|Mt M to madi Hut appropriate paii a agaa fer kfAu By foUowing this 
proeddipo, the aecurity of a aenaitive operatioa will receive prdecti(m. 
while at the same tima giving the DD/P the press ofveiuge w^eh he 
needs.
